18- LORD CLYDE, in the uniform of a British Clensral, was a nati-ra o(

31. LORD VISCOUNT NELSON in the tmiform of an admiral. (The 
Mat taken from his lace,) Horatio Viscount Kelson was the foutth son of the Bev. Mr. 
Kalson, Beotor of Bmnliam Thorpe, in Norfolk, at which place Horatio was bom, 
Beptemher 39, ITQS. His victories, like those of Wellington, prodaced the most tinpor- 
tant conaeqnenceB to this conntry; and the fame they have procured for him ia so great 
(hat it ia almoBt superflnoua to name them. He Grst went to sea at the age of 1 2, ander 
Lis anole, Captain Buckling. After many glorioua Tictorics, Nelson died at the 
memorable battle of Trafalgar, October 21, 1605.

Died at Walmer Castle, 
September 14. 1852. In June 1R13, ho won the brilliant victory of Vittoria. Follow- 
ins up thia great victory, Wellington droie the Frenoh out of Spain, beating Sonlt at 
the I^reneea, He then erossed the njonntaina and invaded France. On Febnmry 27, 
ISH, he defeated Sonlt at Orthea, and ogoin niidcr the wbUb of TouloUHe. Before this 
battle was fought Napolena had eigned hiB abdication. Wellington was created Marqnis 
of Donro, and advanced in the peerage with the title of Duke of Wellington. On the 
escape of Napolrou from Elba, Wellington resumed the commnnd of tho army, and on 
JtUy 18,1815, he defeated Bonaparte at Waterloo. .From 18IS to 1818 Wellington 
redded in Paris, and during this time hie life was twice attempted. On September 14, 
1SG8, he was.geized with an epileptic Bt and died eu the some day. Hia body waa 
bturied in St. Paul'e Cathedral.

For 
twenty jeara he represBoted the University of Oomhridge, wjd immediately on 
entemig pablio life beoame aeoretary at War, a post whioh he held for many yafcra. 
Daring this period he was the advouate of Oatholio Emanaipation, and the aapportai 
of the liberal policy of Coniiiiig. In 1S30 be became Minister for Poxaign Aflaira, and, 
as Ench, was instrumental in forming the Kingdom of Belgium and the celebrated 
qnadmple allianee. For a period he reaigned the foreign seals, only to resume l&sm 
again, when he threw the sgis of England otst tbe TurMab Ernpn^, threatened by 
Uohommed All. For some years after Lord Paimeislon was in oppoaition during tha 
adminstration of Bir Bobert Peel, when the Com Laws were abubahed ; but upon tbe 
tall of the latter, the Whiga returned to office, and again Lord Palmeratoo became 
Foreign Minister, and puraned a policy of non-intsvention during that oriticnl period, 
when every coontry in Eniope was more or less oDnvuIsed with levotntioD. In 1859, 
Lord Palmerston agun took the helm — ^Lord John Rnasell taking tha Foreip) aaala, 
and Mr. Qladatone becoming the Chanoellor of the fiichsquar. Ha held ofQoe until 
hia death, October IS, I8S5.

After her death tlie Suke again conti-aeted a marriage without the rayal licenae ; ths 
lady, however, was raised to the peerage in 1610 ae Duuhesa of Inverueaa. He died 
April 21, 1813, deeply lamented by the nation. 

44. THE SHAH OP PERSIA "Naasatdin Chah Kadjar," waa bom in 
1339, and being the eldest aon ol Shah Mahooamed, be succeeded to the throne oo l^e 
death of hi« father, Sept. 10, 1848. His Majesty has two children, bom in ISSOuid 
1SS3. The Sbak of Persia by Ml official title, " Shah- in -Shah," is absolute rulec 
within bis dominiouB, and master of the livcB and gooda of all his subjecla ; lie hu 
the right of duignating his Buccessor to the throne. The whole revenue of the country 
being at thaii disposal, recent Sovercigna of Persia have been able to amaaa a larva 
fortune. That of the preaent Sboh is reported to amount to lour milliona sterling, a 

half ropresentad by diamonda, the largeal, the Derya-i-Non of 173 carats, and oil 

precious stones, forming the Crown jewels. The ^bah is regarded at the Tlcegerent 
of the Prophal, and it is as such he claima implicit obedience. During the reign 
of the present Shah the revenue of Persia has increased. The receipts in IBGB were 
£1,744,064 in May, beaidea payment in kind, making the tolal revenue of £1,965,004. 
The income is in excess of expenditure, and Persia baa do national debt. The popula- 
tion oI Persia since ieS6 is over 4,400,000. The Shah arrived in England June ISth, 
1873, and he was most enthQaiastit^lly welcomed. On July 2nd, he, accompanied by 
bis numerous suite, visited Madame Tuasnud'a Eibihition, expressing himself highly 
pleased with the various figurea represented. On leaving, the Siiah wrote in Beisian 
tlie foUowiug, which, with a correct tmnalation, is ou view : " Whilst staying in Lon- 
don 1 viaited Madame Tusaaud'a Exhihtdon, and 1 write these worJa here as a 
BQUvenir of my viait.

45 EDlNBnBQH (DUKE OF), H.B.B., Prince Alfred £nNt Albert, 
K.a, K.P. Duke at Saxony, and Prince of Baxe Ooburc Qotha second eon of hei 
Uost Gracious Majesty the Queen ; bom at Windsor Caatio, Augost 6, 1B14. He was 
educated by private tutors, and after special study entered the Itoyol Navy in 18S8, 
Jaining the Euryalus in October. He afterwards passed to the St. George and 
ttaTalled extensively, viaidng India and America; m 1S62 he was elected King of 
Greece, but declined the throne. Uereceivedthecommondaf ths Galatea 101867, and is 
this Teasel he baa since sailed half round the world, viaitiDg Australia in March, 1G63, 
where the dastardly Fenian attempt was made upon his life. He next visited India, 
and on December 22, 1868, he arrived at Oulcutta, being the first of the family to visit 
this great dependency, where he was enthusiastically received. 

48. The RIGHT REV. DR. JOHN JACKSON, Bishop ot London, 
BUDceeded the present Archbishop o( Canterbury early in 1869 ; bom la London, 
1811. Ee is the son of the late Mr. Henry Jackson, formerly of Henley.on.Tliames, 
and latterly of Mansfield, in Nottingham. Bishop Jackson received his early 
eduaation at Beading Qrammar Sohool, nnder the late Dr. Volphy, and passed Ihenoa 
to Pemproke College, Oiford, where he took hia B.A. degree. 

47. THE BIOHT HON. AITTHONT ASHLXY OOOPEB, EABX

Was twice Preaident o! the ITnited Sbitea, and waa 
neoeBsfnl in maintaining peace with Earope during th^ French HevolutioD, and the 
war ketween Franca and England, Was bom in 1732, in Virginia, hia family having 
emigrated from Cheshire in 1630. Died December 14, 1799. 

50. KING HUMBERT OF ITALY. 

51. VICTOR EMMANtJEL, late King of Italy, in the lull uniionn of a 
General (taken in ISSS), is the aon uf Charles AJbert, Eing of Sardiuia, and the 
Prinuas Theresa of Tosoany, He married, in 1843, the ArdiduehesB Adelaide of 
Anstiia, Hia father abdicated in hia laTOur at the Battle ol Novara, in 1B49, and 
reuBted the preenire of Austria to repudiate Gonetitutional Government in hia king- 
dom. He jouted France and England in the Bnssian War in 1656, and hia troops d:d 
good Berviue in the Sattle of rchernftya. Hia doBuniona were attaisked by Austria in 
1659, but the Emperor oE the Frenuh haatened to hia asaistance. Id the Battles of 
tbj^enta and Solferino the Au«triana were totally defeated, and Viotor Emmanuel was 
eatabHahsd Xing of ItaJy by the treatiea of Yillafranoa and Zucioh, and took up Itii 
poaition in Rouje, December 31, ISTO. 

52. OARIBALlDIf wearing his celebrated grey cloak, waa a native of Nice, 
where he wia bom in 1B07. At an early age be embraced a geaCaring life, and dia- 
played considerable bravery daring the South Ameri<uin Bevolatious; on the French 
entering Italy be rsiaed a conaiderable {oioe, and hai-aased the Austriaua durlsg their 
retreat Mfore the Prench. To him and the Emperor oC the French the Italians are 
mainly indebted lor the conaolidation of their kingdom. Atrested od September 24, 
1807, by the King of Italy, for hia intended invasion of Rome. When, in the course 
of the war in 1S70 (between Germany and France) the latter comitry became a 
BepQblio, Garibaldi plaeed hia sword at its ^posaL Garibaldi visited London in 
1864, and was most enthusiastically received. 

53. WHJiXAU PENN, bom in London, ia44 : joined the sect of Quakers 
in 1B66 ; in spite of which he enjoyed the favour of Oharlea n. and James IL Was , 
the illuilrioaa founder of the State of Fennsylvania. for which ha obtained a Govera- 
ment grant in payment of a debt due to bis fathers he Lad the mortification in IIIS to , 
sell his colony to the British 0/..i..u.iii> Died 171S, atBuscmnbe, Berko. 

B4 FBIK0X88 AI.IOE, eeoonddnDghter of the Queen. Bom, April Ssth.ISU, 
married, July let, 1863. liie rer^niii di^cease cf Her Boyal Highness has been the 
oooasioo of tie pr8»eDtati>n of aldrctno 1 rtspeotfol coadclsiioo £rom all parte of 
Great Britain and Iisland to Her Majesty the Queeu. 

66. ALBE&T FBASOIS AUGTTSITTB 0HABLE8 EUANXIEZi. Prince 
Albert of Baxe Coburg, Consort of Hei Majesty, in a field marshal's unilbrm, wearing 
the Order of the Gatter. &c., second sod ol Ernest, Duhe of Baie Cobnig and Gotha, 
Pretidant of the Royal Society of Arts ; a lover of literature, the promoter o( agricul- 
tnre, and projector of the International Exhibition. Bom Au^st 2S, 1819, and died 
after a short I'lness, December II, IBGl, at Windsor Castle.

69 DANIEL 0"CONNELL, ^om, 1775, died 1817. The great Irish 
AgiiAtor wag educated at St. Om«( and Douay. Ha early gave indioationi of great men- 
wJ power, aad, when tbe French Revolution trohe out, made Mb way to England, ita- 
diea law, and wae colUd to tbe Irish Bar Is 1799. Attaining a great laputaiion as a 
lawyer he was drawn into the vortiii of Irish agitation, and took a leading pajt in 
oppouttg the Laglielative Union and in pTOinDtitig the Gatbolio Claima. Hi» latHXirg 
in the cause of Ireland are matteii oi bistory. In 1S43 be waa indirited iQr sedition, 
fbund guilty, Goed £2,000, and sentenced to one year's imprisonmeQt. 

70- SIOHARD COBDEN, promotor of the Antl-Oora Law LoaguB. 
His last great acbiBTement waa the Treaty of Commerce with France, from which both 
countries hare vi'iped EO great a beneSt. Ho was also an ardent snpportar of peape 
and ialfirnaiional aibitratjon in lien of war, and one of the leading speakers at the 
BuooeiuivB pciice congresBes at London, BruHsels, frankfort, &c He wac the son of a 
Sussex younian, whose ancestors farmed the land near Midbuisl, in Snisex, where 
Cobdeu was born June 3, 1S04- After tbe abolilion of the Oorn I«wa tb« nation 
piasenled Ur. Oabden with a sum i : about £70,000. The figure of Oobdea waa 
modelled io 1846, the year of the great Anti-Corn Law triumph, 

71. THE XUQHT HON. JO=^rr BRIGHT, M-P.for Birmingbaiu. 

Mr. Bright was born at Eochdalo in 1811, whe»e hia lather conducted a, large basinesa 
aa cotton spinner and oarpetmauidacturer. Hia sons (Bright Brothers) still carry on the 
business at Uaneheater and Boohdale. Ia April, 1843, Mr. Bright unauccesslully 
oontested as a Free Trader the reprasention of the Oi^ of Durham. For that oily, 
honeTer, he waa retimed in the aucceedtng year. Three years later be waa 
returned for Manohester, but lost bis seat ia IS57, Bbaring the temporary general 
unpopularity of Ihose who opposed tbe war with Ohina. dedared by Lord P^mergton 
in that year. When Mr. Gladstone lormed his adminstration at the alose of 16S8, 
office was ofFeied to and accepted by Ur. Br%hl. His hasllb failing, antortuuately, 
not for the tirat time in tb« conne ot hia diattngniabad eaiBcr, he reirignfid nffiee early 
in the autmnn of 1870. 

78- LORD BROUGHAM, Btateeman, legislator, end pliilowphw, waa 
the iddeet son of a gentleman of auoient family, lu the county of 'Wesiuorelaiid. Hia 
mother waa the daughter of a Scotch olergymaD at Sdiabnrgb, and nieeo of th4 
great historian BobertBon. Principal of the University of Edinburgh, ia which oity 
Lord Btougham was bom. Be maintained that he had a patent claim ai bdr. 
general to the barony of Taux, and hence Lis creation by that title. Hia dalbnue of 
Queen Caroline, In 13^0, first brcuglil him into ^pecisl prominence before the pablia. 
He died at CajineE, on May 7, 1668. 

73 BHAKSSPEARB, tom tbe Chandot portcut, in the ooatoma of the 
period- Wllbam Shakespeare, th%g7ea.test dramatic poet of any age. from whom 
writings. Bays Dr. -Tohnaon, " may be nolleoted a bj-«Icui of civil and cuononiipol 
pradeace," waa bom at Stratford- nuuu- A von. Ajiril 2a, I60i, and marrioJ Anne 
Hathaway, of Sbotterj, when eiglil^n yeaia old. Shakespeare aequired money as 
proprietor of the Blackfrmra' Plajboiise and ofterworda tile Ciobe Theatre. The 
poet died on the anniversary ol hia birthday, at iStratfsrd, where, aaoarding to tbe 
pariah register, he waa boried on April 25, 161G, two daya after (be completion ot bis 
Sf^-ieoomd year. 
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74 THE EEV- DB. DAVID IiIVIN8ST0NB.AfricanTravoUerftDaMi»ai«iM7, 

born at BtEDtyiGupoDUe baeksof the Clyde, cenr HUagow, atioot 1817. HgLring b.eea 
ordiined to tat pastoral oRice, the i<»iuiute edacation for which be obUttDSd thcough 
indomitable peiseveracce, although originally qdIj- a poor weaTor boy, ha Bailed bi a 
munoDs;}-, for Port Natal, in ISIO. On the 4th of May, 1ST3, the great eEplorer died 
at Ujiji, Central ifrioa; Rod on the 13th o£ April, 1874, hia remains wore interred in 
Weatminater Abbey— a fitting leetlng-place for a man so distinguished.

In ISSS, baring made lapid 
adTinoea in the Fnusian Axmy was appointed Chief of the Staff, in whi^ position ha 
Tendered such seTTioea in his re-organ iaation of Che army, the stdlfal planning of eam- 
paigoa, and all military operatiouij, as um never be over-estimated. The Oount is 
credited with the entirely succasslul plan of tha late campaigu with France. 

77 XHS EUPBESS OF AtrBXaiA, in a Court Dress, [Taken in 186S,) 
Eliiabelh Bmelie Eugenie, tirst coutun to the King of Bivsria, married to the Emperm 
Francis Joseph, IBoi, 

78. TEE XKPSBOB OF AUSTBIA. in the uniform of a General, with the 
Stu of Maria Theresa and the Qoldeu Fleece. (Taken in 1856,] Francis Joseph I. 
born, Anguat 18, ISi'O, was the eldest son of Archduke Francia Charles, and nephew of 
Ferdicoitd I., on whoaa abdication in 1S48 he ascended the Tbrocfi, but was oUiged to 
fight for da pcsaession of Hungary and Venice, which latter province he has linco 
ced«d to Italy. 

79. WTT.T.TAIT I., bom, 1797, the reigning King of Prussia and Emperor of 
Germaiij, in his military costume, succeeded his brother. Frederick William 17., in 
IS60. Ib father of th« Crown Prince of Pruwift. One of the moat important zesalu of 
his triumphant straggle with France was the complete achievement of Qernmn unity, 
which was typified by the aeaumptian of the imperial title, and by his solemn corona- 
tion at EoDi;:;«berg aflier the termination of the var. 

80 TyjLTAIBB, poet, philoaopher, and epie writer, (Taken from Ufa two 
months before his deatJi.) Frangoia-Mana.ArbuetDe Voltaire was bom at Paris, 1691; 
died, 1J7S. He was intended for the law, bnt preterrad tha Musea. In 1719 he was 
iniprisoaad nearly a year in the Baatille for lampooning the adminiatration, sad in 1736 
waa again oonfinad for six mouths ia tbe same prison. As a poet ha ^one especially 
in tragedy, in which he placed himself near Comellle and Eacioe. Hia theological and 
Other writings did much to prepare the public mind for tha revolution. Denied the 
righw of burial, he was interred by night in the Abbey of BulliSres. 

81. A OOaTJBTTE, in the diess worn by ladies at the period, (Taken from 
life.) We have read of a young man having become enamoured of a statue; wo 
caution young gentlemen to beware that the same doea not happen to tham whiU 
gadng on tbe cbaima of Madame Sappe. 

82. LOUIS PHILIPPE D'ORLEANS, lata King of the French, dressed in 
the uniform of a Lieutenant -General, bom October 6, 1773 ; died August 26, 1860, at 
Claremont Elldeet aon of Looia, Duke of Orloann, well known under the title of 
Egaliti. Aildicated the throne in 1618, and Oed lo England. Hia sons and grandaoDS 
are once more enrolled aa French oitiasng, and reatored l« their natal soil. 

83. IiIEUT-GENER&L ULYSSES 8. GRANT, President of the United 
Btatea, bom at Mount PleaEant, Oiuo, April S7. 1S9S. Defeated tbe Confederate 
General Lee, by forcing him lo evacuate Petersburg and Richmond, April Srd, 18fl&, 
On Stmday, April 9, 1865, the army oi Northern Virginia uapitolated, and the war be- 
tween tha North and South waa at an end. He was re-eleoted by an overwhelming 
ntajority in 1872. his opponent being the late Horace Qreeley. 

84. ABRAHAM LINCOLN lata President of the United btatea, was a 
_ . re ol Kentucky, where, in 1809. he wasbom of humble parents. He was eu^ies- 
lively a boatman, a farmer and a merchant. After educating himself ho studied the

126, THIERS, LOmS-ADOLPBIS bom 1797. French bistorian, 
etatesman, and ei-President of the French KepubUo, was the son of a working 
locksmith, Was educated at tbe pablic sohool of Mb native place, Marseilles, end, 
sfaotring great ability, nas eent to study tbe law at Aix. tJet succeeding sa an 
advocate, be turned his attention to literature, and obtained an appointment on tbe 
itsfl of the Paris Coittlitationnet.

134, XDWABD TH. (1327—1377), In tbs costume of the period; eldest son of 
Edwudll.; bam at Windsor. 1312; married Philispa, daughter of 'W'illiain, Barl nt 
UttinBult, HoUand. by whom he bad G«ven children, the eldest of nhom wol sfterwscda 
oelebraled na the Black Fricce. Edwitrd claimed the crovn of France ia right of his 
mother iBabeUu, dsnghler of Philippe IV. of f ranee, which ted to much b1oodiih«<I. He 
JDBtituted the Order of the Garter in 1349, Oil paistiag wilb invented hy John Van 
Byck; gonpowder and artillfrybya monk at Cologne; and paper-making also was 
introduced. In this reign the Brothers Illsiiliitl, of ISristol, first noye the material ef 
that name. Edward died of a broken heart, and vaa buried in Weatminster Abbey. 

136. P tm. TVPA, Qoeen of Ednard III., vcoiing the girdle of the Older of 
Knighthood, conferrrd on her for her bravery at the tattle of Neville's Cross, near 
Durham, fought agsinat the ycotch, whose Hng, David, she took prisoner, OttoWr 17, 
1346. According to Froiesart. " 1S,D00 irere slain, tbe total numb^ of men engaged ob 
both sides helne about £0.000," She also gained i.nperixhBble laiue for ber humanity. 

186, ISABDIxA of VALOIS, second wife of Biohard n. leabeUaJoined with 
ber hiieband in great extravagnuue. She htui 300 women in her service ; tbe king 
ptided hiniEelf in anrpassiug all the aovereigus of Eiirope in aplendour, and, it is said, 
entertained 10,000 persons daily. In his bitchen altme 300 peiaoDs were employed.

IIoLues of Yorb and Lanoaater, in tbs reign of Henry VI. He married first Maiy it 
Bohun, and afterwards Joan, dangbter fit the King of IfaTarre. Worn out by tba 
reverses of fortune, and brolcen-besrted witb grief, he died suddenly in tbe Jeniaalem 
Obamber at Westminster, Mnccb SOtfa., 1113, uid nSia buried at Outterbary. Be was 
the flrat king who buraed persons on aooouot of their religions opinions, 

140. KENBY T. (reigned U13— 1122). Son of Henry IT,, and lumam d 
MoQiDoat}i 1 bom inManmouth, in. I3S8. In his yoath hs was gay and dissipated, Bod 
associated with looHti uompauions, wbicb condact, however, he redeemed when the reins 
□f power were placed in bia bands. He revived tbe claim forsiarly made by Adwud 
III. to the crown of France, uaurting that it was the right of the Kings of Enxland 
ever sinac the death of Philip the Fair, whose daughter was mother of Sdwsid III. 
He is renowned as the conqueror of Fraucii. Ha fought aud won the great battle, of 
A^QCOurtic 1415. Ha permitted the perescution of the Lallards an his retnra to 
Engluid, many of whom ware burnt at Bimtbfield duimg this T«gn.

Onlysou of lleury V., sacoeededbii 
father when only nine moeths, his uncle, llumpbrey, Duke of Qloucest^r. hoing Pro- 
teclor. Born at Windsor, in 1421, crowned King of England and Frmjoo at West- 
minster, and reiKned nearly ihirty-nine years. Uarried to Margaret ot Aihou. The 
civil wKTsof the Koacs between the houses of York and Lancaster, which laated thirty 
years, and resatted is the viotory of Cha House of York, took place dniing this reign.

In opposing the divorce between 
Henry VlII, and Catherine of Arragon he was disgraced by the king, and died as his 
persecutors were dragging him tonards London, at the Ahbey of lleiccBter, Nov. 18, 
1S30. 

161. CATHERINE HOWARD, niece of the Duke of Norfolk, fifth queen 
was a daughter of that illuBtrioua house of which a modem writer thus eloqaeotly, 
temarks ; " What family pervadee our national annals of such intenue and brIUiant 
interest as the Uowatda ?

1^. KING EDWARD VI. (Ifi37— 1653) succeeded his father, at the age of 
Dine years, 1647, under the goveroment of his nnole, the Unite of Gomaraet, who micd 
BS Lord Frotecter, and was alterwards beheaded on Tower Eiil. Cbrist'e Hospital (the 
Bins Coat Sohool) and 61. Thomas's Hospital, as also a large numher of grammar 
•chools in all parts of the land, which ore still popnlarly known as King Edward's 
Schools, were founded by him. He died, Joly Rth, 1563, in the I6th year of his age. 
leaving the crown to Lady Jane Qmy, who reigned only ton days, and was then 
beheaded, together with her husband, Lord Dodley, on February Sth, 1661. 

153. HENRY THE EIGHTH, liom at Greenwich, 1491, aad died in 1S47, 

the second king of the I'udor family, in the gorgeous costome (copied from the monu- 
ment in Westminater Abbey) with the collar of (he Oorter, as worn at the Field of the 
Cloth of Qold, so called frem the famous interview between him and Francis L, near 
Calais, where they mot to discuss the subject of the quarrels between Framiis I. and 
the Emperor Oharlea V. of Germany ; sectisd son of Henry TU., married Catherine of 
ArraeoD, widow of his brother, by whom he had one daughter, afterwards Queen Mary. 
His divorce from Catharine after 17 years' marriage, and his espousal with Anne 
Boleyn, was the beginning of the Befonnation, previously to which the title of 
'Defender of the Fidlh" had been conferred on him by the Fope. Died January 28, 
IMT, in ths fifty-Hghth year of his age, and thirty-sixth of bia reign.

IBS. AHNE BOLAn, the setond wife of Henry VUL, aa she appBUTBd 
in testiTal coetumo on the day alter the deaUi of Queea Oatbarine. She wore on that 
ODCBsiod, Bay Uie historianE, who coDiment grBvely on the circumGtnnoe, a yellow 
^reH. Anne Bolej-n waa the daughter of Sir Tnomas Boleyn, who wna crentod 
Viaeouct and the Earl of Wiltsbiie. In her sirlbood she was aetit to France, where she 
waa in attendance upon the Queen of Louia XIL Bcturning to lilrglnnd she acted in 
a aiiiulai- capacity to OathaTine of .irragon, t^o first wife of the king. 'lliuBBbe at- 
tracted Henry 'a notice, which was favourable in the highest degree. When ha had 
divorced Catharine, he marriid Anne, and she became the mother of a child, aftep- 
wardi our great Queen Elizabeth.

172 UATILDA, daughter ot Baldwin, Gad of FlandsiB, Rod wife of Williua 
tbe Coaguoroi. William haviae lieard of Matilda's besaty, dstermined an die offer of 
bii haod, which aha refused. Thix bo icfnrlatad William, that he waylaid her ii 
atreels ot Bruges, as shs waa returning with her !adie« from taaae, boat hei, rolled b 
In the mud, npoiled her rich array, and then rods oS ni full speed, This mot 
or courtship brought the maltei to a favourable crisis, for Matilda, being convinced oj 
William's possioa by the violence ot his behaviour, consented to become his wife. 

173. WILLIAM OF N0B1C4NDT, (1066—1087), suruamed the Oanqnar 
from having gained the gtoitt battle of Eastings, at which place he Lindud witi ths| 
intention of compolUng Hurold.tlta last ol tbe Saxon Einga, to perform his piomiM 
to yield him tbe throne of England. Matuial son of Robert II., Duke of Noraiaiid]~' 
Bumamed the Liberal (thongh in certain romanoea of the sixteenth and ai 
centuries he is called Robert le Diatile), was botn at Falaise in 1027. He cams by tt. 
iDJuiies which cauaod hia dMth at NanteB'BDF-BeiDe, in aa eipedilion nndettuei 
against PhUip 1,, King of France, in order to panish that prince for some plea '~'~' 
aa to Ma oo[puleni.'.e. William was of a cruel diaposition, and ruled the Bngli 
aoiioiihaaa. He introduced the Ourfow hell, at whose signal, at eight o'clock a, 
night, every fire and light was extingniahed. This custom, however, prevailed a^ 
Spain, Italy, and several other couutrie't, in order to prevent the terrible oon^ 
flagritions which at times took place when buildings were mostly conatruoteH 
of nood. He l<:ft three sons; to Robert, the eldeat. ka bequeathed Normaodyn 
William was to aucoeed him to the throne of England ; and to his son Eenrj^ 
he left 6,000 marke. He died in 8optombor, 1087, at the priory of St " 
near Bouen, and was buried in tbe Abbey Church oi 8t. Stephen's, at Oaen, i 
Monoandy. 

174. WILLIAM II. (1187—1100), in the costume oi; the period, 
BnfiiH, or the Bed, not, as ia ojmmonly but erronoouBly stated, from faaviag red bair^ 
but on acuount ot hie florid and ruddy complexion. The second son ol tlie Conquerar,'T 
he ascended the throne by his father's will, to the eiolusion of his eider brother Robert, 
to whom he gave Normandy, Willlun was born in Normandy, a.d. 1067, crowned at 
Wsstminstor, and reigned thirteen years. Ha never married. Ho was killed, by ac- 
cident, by Sir Walter T}Trel, whilst hunting in the New Forest. When the barone 
and attendants who were with him saw biro Fall dead, they cut boughs and saplinj 
which they hastily made into a litter by meoDa of their belts and saddle-girths. ' 
this they piled fern fronds and wild floweiB, placing thereon the body of the Eing, 
laying at the some time the oloak of one of the barone under him, aud covering him 
with that oE another, conveyed him to Winchester for burial. He wae 
but intemperate and covetous. 

176. HENRY I. feigned HOD to 1136), surnamed Beaaderc, oi 
in a suit of mail, born at bolby, in Yorkshire, A.n. 107O, crowned at Weelminster, a 
reigned thirty-five years. Youngest hoq of tbe Conqoeror; eeized c 
throne; contrary to tbe agreement between hiniandBobett, Duke ot Normandy, U 
whichever ot the two brothers survived the other, should succeed to both ore 
Robert, who was in Normandy at the time, was thus a second time deprived of h. 
reditary right. He married Matilda, daughter of Malcolm III. of Scotland, and ni 
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of Bdgar Athelmg ; tbus uniting ths NocmoD and Saton intoresta. Ea soqaired tha 
name of Beauclera from traosUting ^aop's Fbbles. He died from gorging {limaelf

178 . KING STEPHEN (U35— H54) Stephen of BloiS; King of England, 
■on of a daughter of WiUiam the Oonqueror aad the Coimt de Blois. At the death ot 
Henry L, in 1136, Stephen usurped the thiaue of England, setting aside Matilda 
daughtiir and heiress of Henry I. Alter a long atroggla witii her and her son Henry, 
assisted by David, King of Suutland, Uatilda'a uncle, it v/as nneed that Stephen shotild 
have undiiturbEil posaession of the kingdom, loi bi* life, and that Henry should suc- 
ceed bin.

(77. (LINE OF PLANTAGENET.) HENRY II. (reigned 116*— 
1189), Burnamed Ourt, er fihoitmantle, eldest son of Ueoffivy Plantagenet, Count of 
Anjou, by Matilda, daughter of Henry I. He was bom at ISane, in Normandy, *.». 
1133, and crowned three times, at Westminster, Lincoln and Woroester. The nimeof 
Plantagenet, in Latin Plania GtniUa, is derived from the crest of the bmily, which 
was a buncb of broom. He married Eleanor, daughter of William, Duke of Aquitaine, 
and divorced wife of Louis TIL, King of France, by whom he had issue William, who 
died an infant; Uenry, who manied Margaret, daughter of LouiiTU. ; Oeo&ey, 
killed at a tournament in Paris ; Rlohard and John, both of whom succeeded to the 
throne in turn, and throe daughters. Maud, [tho eldest, married Henry, Duke of 
Saxony; she became ancestress of Oeorga I., and through him (1189) of tbe present 
Hanoverian dynasty. He died ot a broken heart in the Church of Chinon, in Nor- 

178. BBRENGARIA, consort of Eichnrd I. Celebrated for her beauty and 
accomplishments, the daughter of Sanobo, styled "the Wise," Eing of Navarre. 
Kichard fell in love with and married her, on the festival of St. Faninas, at 
Limoyin, in the Island of Cyprus. She was buried in the Abbey of L'Espan, near 

I7B RICHARD I. (reigned 1189—1199), son of Henry IL, siunamed Ccenr 
de LioD, VM bem at Oifoid in the jeu' UST, sad crowned, September 2, tl89, In 
1191 he married Beiengaria, who was styled by the troDbadoors " the Fair Flower of 
Navarre." He thrice took np anna against his father, 1167, 1183. 1189 ; and was oete- 
brated tor hie extraordinary strength and valour. Took np the orosa in 1 IS I , and be- 
came the iotQ ot the third cmaade ; seized the islei ol Ftolemaas and CyproB ; ^narrelled 
with Philip AugnstuB, King of France, and remained abroad, in Palestine, where he 
maaBacred 2,600 oaptivee. Gained a bi^lliaut victory at Assor over 100,000 Hnsselnen, 
bnt did not dare to attack Jero^aUm. On Ms return he was thrown into prison by the 
Duke ol Anetria, whom he had, ny h.s haughty muinera. insulted at the siege ot St, 
Jean d'Aere, and was released only on the payment of SSO.OOD mailts. Richard was 
killed before the Caatle of Obaiaz, in AqiiitAtne, His heart was buried at his favonrite 
city ot Boaen, bis entrails at Poietiers, and his body at the leet of bia father at Fontev 
rault. It is a fact worthy ol remark, that durine his ten years' reign, this monarch 
spent only ten months in England. Died in 1199.

at Newark, supposed by poison, in the forty-ninth year of his age, and nai interred at 
Worcester. The king greatly stained hii character by the murder of Prince Arthtu, 
tiie orphan son of his elder brather, OeofEcqr, who was the rightful heir to the throne. 
Having in vtdn endeavotued to proenre his assassination by his servants, John stabbed 
him with his own hands, and fsstening a stone to tbe dead body, threw it into the 
Seine. Being pressed by his haroua, who leagued against him, be was compelled to 
sign Magna Oharta, or the Great Charter, which is oonaidered the foundation of Bnglish 
liberty. His reign was marked by cruelty and rapacity. 

181. HBNBT in. (reigned, 1316—1273), son of King John, dressed in the 
eostiune ot the period. Bom, October 11, 1207. at Winchester ; died at Westminster, 
16th November, 1273, ol natural decay; interred in the Chapel ol Edward the 
Oonlessor, in tbe Abbey Church ol Westminster, where his tomb is el^ to be seen. 
His heart lies at Fontevraolt. He was gentle and crednlons, warm in bis attachments, 
, and forgiving in hi* enmitiea, without vices, but also without enerey ; he was a good 
I toan, but a weak monarch. Henry married, on January 4, 1236, Eleanor ot Provence,

He conquered Wales, and added it to 
Eugland. lie alio conquered Scotland, and such was hia determination to iubdae it 
that he left a dying order to his aon to bave hia honea in proceABion At the head of tha 
aimy every time that the Soetch attempted to rise against England and to carry firs 
and sword into the country till it|i tinul aubjectioa. Edward was flrat king of EJngUnd 
that quartered the arma of England and FraQoe, and the flrat Bovereign that was called 
Lord of Irslond on hia coin. He was much attached to his queen, Eleanor, wkosa aen 
was the first Prinoe of Walea. At her death, at Hornby, in Lincolnahire, ho i^suaad 
CToesoa to be erected, at each place where har oorpae mated, namely Waltham, St 
Albaju, &c., and Charing Croaa.

RegaidlDSB o[ the dying reqaeaba qI hia father he disoontinQed 
the war in the Nortb, the Sooteh reeovered the lowua they had lost. He afterwards 
renewed the war when t»o late, and waa totally routed at Bannockburn by Robert 
Bmce.

SOO HGNBT VU. (reigoed 14B5— lil09), in the magniSoeDt regal castiuiM ol 
liifl time, with the collar of the Oarter, copied (rem the moniuaent in Westmiiutcr 
Abbay. Henry VII., Earl of Biohmond, grandson of Calherina, widow of Henry V, 
by her marriage with Owen Tudor; born, HS5 ; died, 1509 ; buried in WestnUoster 
Abbey, in the ohapet ereeted by himself at the east end of the choir, and still called by hi* 
name; reigned twenty-three years ; married Elizabeth, eldoat daa«hter of Edward IV. i 
hdrcsB of the House of York, and so blended the interest of the White and Bed Botes, 

301 aUKEH KABT (reigned, 1G53— 1S6B), Mary Tador, luraamsd 
" Bloody Mary," bom 1S15, daughter o( Henry VIU. and Catherine of Aaragon 
(f^om an antliBiitia portrait, aged thirty -live). After having caused the execution of 
Lady Jane Orey, who oi^y reigned leu days, Mary ascendttd tbe throne. Married to 
Philip II. of Spun, in 15fi6, by whom she was deserted when he ascended tbe Spanish 
throne. 8ha espoused the Catholic faith, deteraiiued to make it the religion oi tlM 
State, and sent many Baformar* to tb>> stake. The loss of Calais la eapposed to bftfO 
baatened her death. She said that when she died " Calais would be found to be writteu 
on her hesrt." Died in l£Ga. 

202 QUEEBT ELIZABETH (IGSS— 1603), lart of the Tndora, daughter «f 
Henqi VIII. and Anns Boleyn, born September 6, 1G33. From Holbein's picture at 
Hampton Court Palace. Dnriue; the reign of her sister Mary, she was excluded from 
the saccesBlon to the tlirone as a bastard. The marriage of Mary Queen of Scots (who 
nas considered by the Catholic party as the rightful hair to the throne] to the Dauphin 
of EVanoe induced Elizabeth to ally herself with tbe Beformers. In IfiSS Philip ol 
Spain equipped an expedition for the purpose of invtdiag England, which, from iU 
great force, was called the Invincible Armada. Died 1603. 

203^ CHARLES I. (reigned 1626— 1S19), son ol James L; bom IS30. 
Allowed himself to be governed by Buckingham, who was tbe tavonrite of hia father. 
Undertook entcrprieea against f ranee, which led to most unfortunate results, and ta 
pay for which he levied taxes npon the people, especially aMp.money, and " foreel 
loans," without the sanotion of Parliament, wbioh led to a revolution. Dissolved four 
Parliaments which refused him subsidies, or bad presented htm claims, snoli as tbs 
" Petition of Bigbte " (162S1. Boused his Scottish snbjeats by endeavouring to impose 
upon them a nev Liturgy, composed by Land. The Presbyterians rose and drew ap 
the famous Covenant (1G3S), Charles in opposition called anew Parliament, kuonn ai 
the "Long Parliament," which, however, consisted mostly of Pnritans, Bepublicana 
at heart, under the leadership of Earl of Essex, General Palrfai, and Oliver CromwelL 
Was married to Henrietta of Franoe, daughter of Henry IT. of Fmnce, and sister o( 
Louis XTTT, by whom he bad Charles IL and James n. Beheaded in 11119, and 
buried at Windsor. 

504 JAMES I. (reigned 1603— 1626) of Engbind and VT. of Scothmd, in the 
costume of^the period. (Taken from an original picture.) Only son of Mary Queen 
of Scola and cousin ol Queen Elizabeth. Born at Edinburgh IS56. Married Anne, 
Frinoess of Denmark, in 1689. He had high notions of kindly power, and reigned 
with little reputation, aUowins himself to be ruled by hia favourite and chief minister, 
Qeorge VJlliers, Duke of Buckingham. The Gunpowder Plot, of which Guy Fawkos 
was the tool, dlscorered. London first paved with stone, and New England foundod 
by tbe " Pagrim Fathers." Died ISSS. Was buried in WeetoAciter Abbey. 

505 OLIVER CROhlWEXJ. (ruled as Lord High Protector, 1619—1660). 
Born 1689, in the county of BontinvdoD, of a family of | distinction, Joined the 
Puritan pwty, and was sent by tbe citiseni o( Oambridge to the Long Parliament, 
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(IMO) where he made himBelf remukaUe lot hia ipeecbea Bgainit the mBunrea snd 
den^R of the papacy and rojaltj^. Bulled ft legiment of cbtutj, at hia own expenio, 
anuiEt Charles I. Appointed uonUuaat-OeneTal, aod droided the day ia favonr n/ 
liberty at Msiaion Moor (1B14), and Naseby (1615). Csaaed OharlcB I. to be Med, 
coDdenmed, and beheaded (1049). Dissolved the "J>ang FnclisJTient," and proclaimed 
Protector. Admiral Blnkq gained aome TictoriGH over the Dutch Commander, Van 
Tromp. The Puritans (or Boandhcada) wore very austere in their manners, and all 
aorta of amQremenls n-cre forbidden, even Christmas paetimes were prohibited, bo dif- 
ferent to the habib of the Oaraliers (or Cbarlea's pitrty). 

SC6 CHARLES II,, the "Merry Monarch " (reigned 166D— 16B5), in a suit 
at ohevBlier armour, with the badge of the Garter ; eon of Sharlea I. and Henrietta of 
France ; fled to Holland when his father was put to death (1649). Ascended the throne 
after the death of the Protector and deposition of Bichard CromweU (1660), having 
been brought back by Ooneral Uoncb. Married Catherine of Portugal, aisloi of 
AlfouBO VI., hy whom he left no issue, and waa succeeded by hii Iwother Jamee II. 
'Fhis reign ia noted for the sadden chaogo of the austere habita ol the Boundheads (o 
the gaiety and licentionsness of the Court. He soJd Dunkirk to Louis XIV. Lord 
Raasel and Algernon Sydney beheaded. The plague (166.5). Fire of Leaden (1666). 
The Thamea frozen otst, Februaiy (1681). Died February 6th, 16S5, and was huriod 
in Weetminster Abbey. 



Mamed the dauj^hter of Lord Chancellor Hyde, afterwards Lord Claren- 
don. Before her death, 1671, ahe eaponaed the Catholic lieligion, and James's open 
aTow^ of the faitli led to a change in the govarament, colled the " Revolution," by 
whieh the male line of the Stuarts lost the sovereignty of England, wMiih was bestowed 
by Alt of Parliament on William of Nassau, Prinoe of Orange, who manied Mary, the 
King'd eldest dAUgbter.

Fled to Franee on 
the approach of William (his Bon-in-Uw). Assiated by Loaia XIV. to make an 
attempt on Ireland ; but defeated at the Battle of the Boyne, liSO. Died at St. Qer- 
mains, 1701. 

aoa WILLIAM III. (reigned, 1G69— 1703), bom 1650. at the Hague, eecond 
Bon of William n., Princo of Orange, and of Henrietta Mary Btnart, daughter of 
James 11. Forced hie fatber-in-law to See to Franee, having conquered him. Beat 
the Frenph at the naval battle of "La Hogue," 1692. National Debt originated. 
The Bank d( England Gist eKtabUahed. Greennich Hospital given as an asylnm tor 
dieabled and aged seamen. Blage Cooebea introdaced about tbia time, and many im- 
provementB made in postal arrangements. Died March, 1702. Succeeded by Anne, 
his sistei-in-law, second daughter of King James. She waa a Protestant, and manied 
to Brince George of Denmark. William and his wife Qneen Mary were bntli interred 
in Weetminster Abbey. 

20B. QUEEN ANNE (reigned, XT03-1T14). (Taken from an aothentie por- 
trait at the age of forty.) Daughter ol Jamea II. and Anne Hyde, hia Grat wife, bora 
1664 ; died 1714 without issue anrvivlng, her numerone family having all predeceased 
her. Succeeded to the throne in preference ^ her brother James (the Pretender), 
beoanse she had been brought np in the dootrine of the Church of England. Married 
to Fiiuce George, brother of the Eing of Deninark.

The lourderer of Jane Jonea at 
Gamard Lodge, Koehaiopton. The mjirdcr woa diflcovered by acoident, Good having 
heen charged by a pawnbrchnr for stealing a pair of trouaeta. The politie went to 
searoh the prcmiaea ; but, on the oQcem entering the stable, Good being ooaohnmn, he 
beoaiae grefttly a^pUted, und when they entered the foorlh stall he rushed out and 
locked them in. Beneath aame bay they found sn object they could not underatAnd, 
hat which on e^iaminatlon proved to he Ihe trunk of a female. It waa imposaibte to 
identify the remains, but from evidence produced at the inquest, the jury found tha 
body to bo that of Jane Jones, or Good, and that Good had wilfully murdered her.

Uo wus found guilty, acntenced ta d^th- ^^tar th« n^vird^, he 
married a second wife, by whom he had several children. 

31. CHABLOTTS WINSOB, better knoini « ^ "Baby 
Fumsr." '-Tried at Exeter with Mary Jane Hanis, tor the murder ol the uifant 
child of Haixis, a servant girh on Mocoh 17, 1BG5. The jury, after being lodud v^, 
could not agree, and were diacboiged; but the jtidge ordered the prieoneri to ba 
detained in cutttody. They were aeain brought up for trial on July 2q ; but the capital 
Bcntence was from time to time deferred till a decision could be arrived at. which ma 
her uoua^ment to prison for the term of her naturoj life. 

32- DUMOLLABD AND HIS WIPE. TheBefiendaliTadbjdefloying 
young women, under the pretKDce of gettbig thtnu aitualioQs, into a vfood neu-L^ns, 
ia France, andhrutolly murdering them bygarotting. and after taking sJl they posseBsed, 
olotheB, &<!., put their bodies into a new-made giave, previoualy prepared.
